“A sheaf of short stories from the little magazines (Garrett's novel- Which 
Ones Are The Enemy? will appear on the Little, Brown-A.M.P. list at about this time) have 
for the most part southern and simple settings, deal with a world of children, misfits, 
vagrants, and are calibrated to small incidents which point up a larger truth. In the 
title story, a colored maid is as much the victim of her employers as her no-good lover 
who does her wrong; in The Test depression youngsters dive for treasure in a cave and 
learn the measure of their responsibility in the tragedy to follow; in The Confidence 
Man, a middle-aged spinster is knowingly, willingly gulled; a new highway brings the 
promise of a new life for a one-legged veteran, but destroys his old; etc., etc. Garrett's 
earlier collection- King of the Mountain- appeared in 1958 (Scribner) and his stories, 
while perhaps not quite strong enough to attract more than a minority interest, show a 
tender feeling for people of all kinds, a true touch and a manifest talent.

Roth, Arthur J. Crowell 
THE SHAME OF OUR WOUNDS $3.95 


* A small-scale, very touching story, simply and beautifully told, of some child- 
ren in Catholic orphanages, during the Depression. Jerry Callum, 11, has been in orphan- 
ages for 6 or 7 years, since the death of his mother, and has often run away, seeking his 
father, who, in turn, is in a mental institution because he tries to "find" his dead wife. 
This theme, of the gentle and innocent seeking a past, personal happiness among impersonal 
institutions, underlies all of Jerry's sad story. In the new, "escape-proof" orphanage to 
which he is currently sent, the priests discipline too harshly, and the boys form gangs, 
and are cruel in turn to each other. Yet both sides are touchingly human, wistful; forced 
into hardness by the problems of a society in stress. Their dialogues (and much of the 
book is dialogue) are succinct, true, even funny. With one gang-leader, Red, Jerry escapes 
again, and the boys wander through a marvellously described New York of the '30's, in which 
the reader's nostalgia for a lost, real past, and that of the boys', skillfully seem to 
reinforce each other. Red's old gang rejects them. Jerry loses a sneaker. Haphazard, 
astray, they head for an aunt of Red's in Staten Island. The country, free life of any 
kind, seen for the first time, delights and enchants them. They sneak into another orphan- 
age, and spend the night with some young cousins of Red's, and finally come safely to Red's 
aunt, who feeds them, promises them safety, and then (she is on relief) turns them over to 
the authorities. The sense of wonder and delight in these boys, in their first freedom, 
is marvelous and almost unbearable; and the same freshness, sympathy, gentleness marks even 
i ona) scenes. It is both a heartbreaking and a delightful book, a rare combination.

Kirk, Russell Fleet € 
OLD HOUSE OF FEAR $3.95 


Russell Kirk is one of the chief theoreticians of Conservative thought in 
America today and it is politically that he is best known. His first novel, labelled "a 
suspense romance" is a melodramatic adventure story written in an old-fashioned stylized 
manner and with great charm. The bold and attractive hero, Hugh Logan, a lawyer, is sent 
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to the Hebrides by his client, Duncan MacAskival, to buy the remote and unusual 
island of Carnglass owned by one of the few remaining MacAskivals, a dignified and 
ancient lady of declining means. The island is practically inaccessible, there 
being no usual means of communication and Hugh's mission is almost doomed from the 
start by some mysterious attempts on his life. He does manage to land at last on 
this strange outpost of the western world and discovers a very complicated situation. 
Old Lady MacAskival and her young heir and niece, Mary, are held captive by a band 
of political criminals who intend to use Carnglass as a base for destroying British 
missile sites. The leader of the band is a man of compounded evils, in this case, 
Marxism and the occult and in the end it is his own brand of madness which destroys 
him. With the help of the odd and beautiful Mary and a group of fishermen- poachers 
Logan routs the evil-doers and is destined to become master of the Castle of Fear. 
If one might have suspected all along that the author's villains would once again be 
found on the extreme left it hardly detracts from the story. Its main virtue is the 
very effective use Kirk makes of the stark and beautiful setting and his sustaining 
throughout of an impending sense of catastrophe.

GOLD FOR THE CAESARS $5.00 


The end of the First Century AD found the Roman Empire taxed to its far 
limits- the. Emperor: in constant need of money for his mad extravagances, and his 


officials venal, cruel, greedy for their cut. A few stood out as honest and loyal- 
Trajan, whom many hoped would succeed the beastly Domitian- Maturus in Roman Spain - 
few others. This story is set in Spain, where Roman slaves are building bridges, 
aqueducts, roads- and where the slave- patrician born Gaius Julius Lacer- supervises 
the bridge over the Tagus, and yearns for the time when he has won his freedom. His 
owner, a famous architect, had kept his promise to Gaius' father to rear him as a 
patrician, to teach him his profession- and the slave was outstripping his master. 
But he had made enemies, particularly Classicus, who feared that his secret tampering 
with the treasure and the taxes would be revealed. Gaius he sends off - ostensibly 
to find gold fields for the Emperor. Just how Galus became involved in machinations 
concerning the guerrilla chieftains, how he helped save Spain for Rome, how he loved 
and married the slave girl, Penelope - and how he sought friendship from the man who 
turned out to be his half brother adds up to a lush and complex story, in which there 
seem odd touches of half familiar tales as history and imagination» blend. Overwritten 
at times - with enough of plot for several stories - it yet conveys much of an area 
and a period rarely portrayed.

THE BROTHERHOOD OF THE RED POPPY $4.50 


The first in what is to be a series of novels about the period after the 
Napoleonic wars, by a well-known and graceful French writer. The style is courtly 
and panoramic; and, no doubt because the book is mostly setting up themes to be de- 
veloped later, the content seems a trifle thin. Russian and French worlds, and the 
theme (apparently of social revolutions) are drawn together by means of a love story. 
Nikolai, a well-born young Russian officer, comes into conquered Paris with the Czar's 
army, and is billeted in the wealthy Lambrefoux household. After an affair with a 
too-easy Parisian matron, he meets the Lambrefoux' intellectual widowed daughter, 
Sophie, and is drawn to her by all the well-born Russian's love of "things of the 
spirit"...and by her beauty. She rejects him. The Army leaves. A year later, 
after Waterloo, the Russians are again in Paris. Nikolai, finding Sophie again, 
learns that her political sentiments for freedom, even for revolution, have gotten her 
into trouble. But disregarding this and overriding his father's injunctions to give 
her up, he marries her nonetheless, quits the Army, and takes her to Russia. His 
father throws them out, but gives them a house in St. Petersburg. The scenes in 
Russia are beautifully described and provocative. It is to be expected that Sophie, 
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strong-willed, cultured, hating serfdom, will be a disturbing element in her new country; 
and that Nikolai, still a stubborn boy, will become a powerful man. The book is pleasant 
reading in itself, with its swirl of cities, armies and political stirrings. M. Troyat

First published in England, End of a Summer's Day is a skillfully written account 
of a man's acceptance of his rather dismal and hopeless lot in life. The story is told 
in flashback, in the first person, and is occasioned by the narrator's visit to his child- 
hood home by the seaside when he has decided to divorce his wife. Like the dying man that 
he is Dick Raines sees his life pass before him in the manner of the tawdry films that he 
sells. His father was a washed-up silent films director who became an exhibitor in the 
small town that Dick has fond feelings about but always wanted to escape. His mother, 
overly-protective of Dick, her youngest son, was a mild woman who suffered the humiliations 
of her husband's infidelities for most of their married life, then left him and was killed 
in a bombing raid. Dick's own life was a pathetic imitation of his older brother's - in 
the merchandising end of a low-grade film business, even to their rivalry over the same 
woman - Sheila, who seems hardly worth the effort. In the end, his father dead, his always 
tenuous bonds with his brother broken, his career unpromising, Dick decides to stick it out 
with Sheila after all. His only reason is his comfort with the familiar and his unwilling- 
ness to set off into "an unexplored country without any maps". It's a joyless story, but 
an honest one and it's written in a tone that makes it all too believable.

Roman, Eric Prentice-Hall 
THE BEST SHALL DIE $4.00 


A strange sort of book, in which a survivor, presumably suffering under a life 
sentence to jail, tells in his own terms the story of the Hungarian revolution. Strange, 
because at the start, Comrade Orczy is a Communist, working for a Party organ (and un- 
der a nom-de-plume, writing for a counter-revolutionary sheet). His chief, Balogh, whom 
he detests, sends him on an assignment (ostensibly to do a report- actually to serve as 
an informer). And this starts a whole new chain reaction, which leads up to the tragic 
student insurrection and its aftermath- and the special involvement of Orczy and the med- 
ical student he had come to love. It is a grim study of conflict within and without- of 
mixed loyalties- of disillusioned idealists- of partisan justice- of futile sacrifice, 
which achieves no end. The closing chapters are bitter against the outside world, blind= 
ing itself to what happened in Hungary, and give the whole an aura of J’accuse. And yet- 
throughout- the reader finds it difficult to sympathize too deeply with the hero.

A French novel, by the author of 7he Grass, that outdoes Faulkner in its 
use of the non-stop sentence, and most particularly, in its utter disregard of the 
normal sequence of time, so that all its scenes of war and love, minutely described 
details of life, stray thoughts, artifacts, etc. are violently broken up and realigned- 
as in an abstract or pointillist painting....What it's all about is apparently the 
fall of the old chivalrous order, the horsemen, privately and on the field of battle. 
But it's too incoherent even for the stream-of-consciousness style; perhaps unsuc- 
cessful- certainly irritating- to an ordinary, logical reader. But the ferocious 
drive of the prose, the images of love and war tossed up like spray out of the 
struggling rush and turmoil of words, is stupendous. As sheer writing- despite the 
difficulties- it is well worth reading.

O Genesee was an historical novel; The Cliff Hangers - while equally region- 
al- is a period piece. And this time Janet O'Daniel has used Ithaca in the early 
years of this century as her setting for a story that is held together rather pre- 
cariously by the mood of the times. Motor cars were still unusual and something of a 
menace in quiet unaccustomed streets; the movies - especially with a company on loca- 
tion - were cause for much emotional titillation, and a good deal of crepe hanging 
on the part of the staid elders. A slender theme of plot and a generous cast of 
characters are built around the studio activities. Matt Hillyer, producer, was 
spoiled by success with the hair-raising serials he had put on - but was finding him- 
self up against a dead end of stale situations, the opposition of the community to 
racing cars across the slender bridges above the gorges, and to the involvement of 
the local personalities in mob scenes. Then came a new star- high priced Marian 
Vance - who proved to be a total loss in the old type of scenario. So Matt plunged - 
he would make her a star with a theme which exposed her sexual charms- and he would 
make money for his puritanical chiefs. So much for the central theme; its development 
is of interest chiefly as it reveals the slow progress of changing mores, and as it 
reflects the town on the verge of awakening to new ways.

As Jake, after his mother's death, 
begins his inevitable, but at first slow, decline, he unknowingly affects the lives | 
of various neighbors, testing them where they are strongest and weakest, and, in ef- 
fect, passing judgment on them.

An existentialist novel is keyed at the start by a few lines from Kierke- 
gaard ("..the specific character of despair is precisely this; it is unaware of 
being despair".) and if it begins at the same point of Kierkegaard's aesthetic 
mystique (man's pursuit of pleasure), it closes without reaching any finite revelation. 
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Jack "Binx" Bolling lives in New Orleans, and his attempt to escape from a world where 
“everydayness is the enemy" is achieved through movies, or a casual dalliance with his 
succession of secretaries. Certainly he is not desperate, but he is very aware of his 
malaise- of the danger of "becoming no one nowhere", and of the inanition of the life 
he leads. This he shares only with his cousin Kate, who is sick (and has been suicidal). 
In intermittent scenes - from the settled middle class solidity of his aunt's home, to 

the beach, to the bayou, back country, rundown house where his mother is casually bringing 
up a brood by a second husband, we follow Binx on his "search"- which ultimately brings 
him to a certain point of resolution- caring for Kate....

When Major Patten makes his initial appearance in this wild and woolly 
story he is a professional gambler; by the last page of the novel's first part he is 
the owner of the biggest ranch anywhere in the North America of 1851.

a rich rancher possessed of a Scottish castle and a beautiful daughter. The Major 
and Maria marry in spite of a curse placed upon her family by Montezuma to the effect 
that all of the Arias "shall be possessed with such a talent for loving that they 
shall grow insane for the need of love at the instant of their first carnal embrace". 
Maria does not survive the birth of her daughter Evelina, and the Major spends the 
second half of the novel protecting his beautiful daughter from the ancestral curse. 
When his two foster sons fall in love with Evelina, the Major, still an inveterate 
gambler, promises her to whichever man is the winner of a series of Herculean contests. 
The winner turns out to be an English hair oil salesman who kisses Evelina on a train 
ambushed by the Mexican army. Luckily a priest is handy to perform the necessary 
nuptials, and the Apaches are there to perform the unique feat of saving the whites 
from the cavalry. A precis of the plot can give only a hint of the outrageous conti- 
nuum of events which takes place here. It should appeal to those who enjoyed the 
author's previous novels and to any one else who might find entertainment in the 
pell-mell pace of a sophisticated tall-tale.

* Clem Anderson is a big, ambitious novel with an admirable purpose - the explo- 
ration of the personality of a man highly gifted artistically but personally destructive. 
After Anderson's "untimely" death at 40, under sordid circumstances, his one-time college 
friend attempts to represent his life and by so doing arrive at some estimation of the 
man's worth. He does this in large measure through Anderson's work - a giant novel, 
stories, and poetry, because it created a far more ordered view of the man, even if it was 
autobiographical, than his own life. For all practical purposes Anderson's literature was 
his life. Dick Hartsell, a man of liberal temperament, inferior to his subject, in his 
own estimation, recreates Aaron Clement Anderson's tempestuous, middle-western, childhood 
and adolescence; his college years when he first discovered his own imaginative powers; 
his marriage to a girl who devoted herself to him though she didn't understand him; 
Anderson's World War II years in Europe; his desertion of his wife and two children and 
his subsequent marriage to an actress (who was more maligned than she should have been); 
and his eventual alcoholic disintegration, when he was involved with a clique of New York 
intellectual camp-followers. For all the vast detail that Hartsell diligently brings to 
his task (in a story which he admits is over long and could never be long enough) he has 
to rely finally on a truth that is also a cliche: Anderson had now become what those who 
knew him could make of him within their own lives. .And if this offers slight resolution 
the narrator recedes further and says that his appraisal of Clem rests on the poem (that 
supposedly was always in progress) but never was written. One may admire the impressive 
intellectual effort Cassill brings to his most important novel yet remaing dissatisfied

Each year in Wendover, Massachusetts, a man under forty is singled out for his 
special contribution to the town and he is called the Young Man of the Year, This year 
the choice has been reduced to four: nouveau riche manufacturer, Walter Cummer; Dr. Hank 
Rush, an unmannerly but gifted surgeon; Mort Levine, a Jewish merchant who has been 
"accepted" by the old New England town; and lawyer Seth Brewster, representative of the 
Old Guard. Ironically, the reason each man has been selected might also be the reason 
why he would be rejected. The wives play an equally important part in the contest and 
the pressure of events reveals something not only about the men and their careers but 
about their marriages too. Celia Rush and Jan Cummer are most evenly matched, both being 
social climbers, dedicated to the furtherance of their husbands' careers. Frandy Levine, 
a Christian needlessly apologetic for Mort, is too hysterical to be serious opposition. 
And Kate Brewster, a New York sculptress, has gotten the reputation of being stand-offish. 
The most likely, if despicable, couple - the Cummers, do win but before that finale the 
marital situations of the four have been shaken-up if not exposed and in some cases the 
exposure has proved to be a curative. The picture the author paints of upper-middle-class, 
status-conscious small town life is a particularly nasty one but there is no question that 
she has accurately impaled the most dislikable characteristics of a certain group of 
people who can be found in the most "acceptable" of places.

When the Business Improvement Committee of the Chamber of Commerce decides 
that it must do something to lure tourists to their town of Wonderful, Colo., and 
that Ute Indians should be imported to give local color, it does not realize what 
is in store. A geology class from an Eastern girls' college, under the competent 
shepherding of Miss Cowgill, comes to stay at one of the motels and the nine Utes, 
distributed around in various jobs, team up with the girls to put on an outdoor 
show, Perils of the West, whose first performance winds up in a public brawl and 
publicity that makes the town a tourist trap. Through all of this the citizens of 
Wonderful are affected by the happenings and are often divided about the total result. 
The farce here is horsey and the action rowdyish and publicity per se goes in for a 
big spoof.

The writing team known to the trade as "Clark McMeekin"” have done it again 
in a winning family saga of Kentucky, between the Civil War and the running of the 


Here is the predictable feel and scent and sound and look of 
the state they know so well; here the nostalgic echo of times past and of mores that 
survive; here the matriarch portrait in Miss Kizzie, who found it hard to let go the

Another look at the Korean War, via a pleasantly broad comedy salted down with 
soldier lingo and seasoned with dashes of genuine pity for the state of war. The plot 
generally sets the national enemy at the other side of the lines- off limits- and concen- 
trates on the enmities within. Marine chauvinism sets Colonel Moon on the tail of the PIO 
outfit of press-release-writing civilians under one, Captain Hedges. He doggedly perseveres 
in smelling out a portable whorehouse that is servicing front linetroops, as the means for 
his vengeance: it is one of Hedges' men who has engineered same -- the fellow is named 
and lives the life of Riley until he is ambushed. The effect of the fair sex on the war 
effort is explosive, as evidenced by various representative encounters with the "girls", 
with a USO grind queen, and the woman reporter who makes the most of her front line op- 
portunities. Mixed in with this sortie are staunch men and true, one of whom turns Senator 
and saves the day for Riley et a/.

VOLTAIRE! VOLTAIRE! $5.95 


A tour de force- this dual-biographical study, mistermed "a novel"- explores 
the strange lifelong struggle between Voltaire and Rousseau. The success of King of 
Paris, this author's surging fictional biography of Dumas, Pere et Fils, rested more on 
the fact that their lives were as adventurous as their novels, rather than on the diffi- 
cult, explosive stream of consciousness style of the writing. When this style is applied 
to two philosophers, each a radical in his own way, both exerting on Europe of the 18th 


century an influence beyond understanding, the end result challenges the cultural contri- ge 
bution of the reader to the reading that inevitably limits the popularity. There may well 
be an intellectual snob appeal that will catapult this to a measure of success. But the 
honest reader will acknowledge that the first half is a pretty stiff challenge to sustained 
attention. The focus here is more on Rousseau, whose posthumous Confessions reveal the 
depth of his agonies, his long-suppressed feelings. Endore- while rarely using direct 
quotations- has absorbed to the marrow the voluminous writings by and about both men, and 
the obsession of Rousseau for gaining the attention of Voltaire becomes a strange aberration, 
controlling his every move. Voltaire, on the other hand, was devious enough, but his life 
was revealed for all to see. The anecdotes about him- in his relations to Frederick, to 

his confreres, to his women, to his critics enliven the second part of the book, and make 
for better reading. But at the end- what have you? An awareness, vital and highly colored, 
of both men, a sense that both were influential in their times - that they were inseparable 
in their interaction, but never at one - and that their dual-biography is an exercise in 
scholarship rather than a contribution to literature. (LC:61-9596)

his early beginnings. All in all, this never quite explains the eccentricity, un- 
tidiness, dishonesty and atheism (his falling away from the Catholic Church is a 
part of this) or the folly and fraud to which he descended. This may well be why 
The Dear. Deceit is as exasperating, and tiresome to the reader,as he was to those 
who knew him and loved him. The title too is something of a giveaway- there's an 
odd, old-fashioned quality here which is never fully reconciled with the fact that 
this is a modern novel written by a reasonably young English writer.

He 

tries to spare her the knowledge that her cousin has died; she helps him to conceal the te 
arms he has smuggled aboard; they try to ease the death of a young boy brooding over those 

left behind- and killed; and Mabel overlooks Darling's irresponsible (he has been exposed 

to smallpox) intimacy with Nina. The "new moral landscape" of war changes those who are 

caught up in it, shatters more rigid canons- military and personal, but imposes new obli- 
gations.... Sibly writes firmly, knowingly, competently- qualities which deserve mention 

but assure no stronger reader interest.

ETHIOPIA- ILLUMINATED MANUSCRIPTS 


Another volume- the fifteenth- in the UNESCO series, designed to make 
available to students and teachers and artists rare art material up to now inacces- 
sible except to a privileged and limited few. This particular volume has much less 
broad significance, but still takes its place in throwing light on a little known 
aspect of Christian art. Until 50 years ago research had not revealed material prior 
to the 17th century of Ethiopian art. Now in these manuscripts from the 14th-15th 
centuries, coinciding with the rock churches of Lalibela, we can see the illuminations 
done for the Gospels or books designed for liturgical use. They express the tradi- 
tional methods, still in use today, and strongly resemble the kind of work done in 
the medieval scriptorium. Influence of the Coptic and Byzantine style of pen drawings, 
heavily outlined and tinted, is here, but the independence of development is signi- 
ficantly Ethiopian. Oddly enough, parallels are found in the work of Irish illumina- 
tors - of the same period- half across the world from Ethiopia. Very special.

Ivan Obolensky 
THE PRAYERS OF MAN From Primitive 
Peoples to Present Times ? mS 


This is an enormous compendium of prayers translated into English by a most 
ambitious editor and researcher. The fact that it took years to compile is self 
evident in its volume and scope. But it is largely a reference book arranged according 
to religions and peoples throughout world history with little or no attempt to pro- 
vide background explanatory material for the initiate, other than a label or sentence 
describing the purpose of the prayer. Thus there are sections devoted to primitive 
tribes and mystic cults, the Hebrews, Hindus, Greeks and Romans, Buddhists and 
Brahmans, astrological cults and many denominations of the Christian religion. Count- 
less ceremonies, exorcisms, invocations and blessings pass within these pages giving 
credence to the pronounced impact and effect of spiritual concerns in the everyday 
life of diversified peoples through the ages. Undoubtedly an important addition to 
the annals of religion and cultural anthropology, but with specific limited appeal.

Rockets are becaming the heroes of books almost more frequently than people 
these days. This latest example of the rocket craze tells the story of Thor---"the 
Workhorse of the Space Age"---and it follows pretty well laid-out lines in the telling. 
The author goes back to the inception of the rocket project in Los Angeles, tells how 
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Brig. General Bernard Schriever gathered minds, money, and materiel for the job, and 
analyzes the pressures under which the rocket group worked to produce a workable de- 
fense weapon against Russia fast! Early Canaveral failures, then triumphs, have the 
familiar ring of so many stories of rocket experimentation there. What does make fresh 
and stimulating reading however is the story of how Thor went to England, how the rocket 
groups were received by the British people, and how the RAF adapted Thor for its own 
uses.

* The director of the Museum of the American Indian of the Heye Foundation in 
this book gives us the Indian as an artist, a departure from the traditional image of 
the courageous hunter and fearless fighter. It is difficult to see how the reader-and 
viewer- (the book consists largely of plates, superbly printed in color) can respond to 
this book other than with pride and delight, for here is the artistic culture of our 
own country in exciting form, color and profusion. The oldest work shown, a small rec- 
tangular sandstone slab with an incised abstract pattern, may date back to 500 AD. The 
latest is a painting of a prairie fire, done in 1953 by an Oklahoma Indian. In between, 
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there is an astonishing array of items such as ceramics, carvings, ornaments, 

figures and figurines, masks, clubs, drums, articles of clothing, dolls, shields 

and baskets. Especially impressive is the range of forms and expressions, the wide 
variety of materials used, the high level of craftsmanship evidenced. We see the . 
American Indian in a new light, less romantic, but more complex and diginified. Text 
and plates are kept separate, the text comprising less than one fourth of the whole. 
Each plate is accompanied by a descriptive paragraph, along with information as to 
size, source and present location of the object.

This is the story of the buccaneers, privateers and pirates who extended 
their operations to the "coast" - a 7,000 mile stretch from California to southern 
Chile, a long line of Spanish holdings, and thrust further over the Pacific until 
Dampier could sign for "the Commanders of the whole South Seas". From original re- 
cords and documents, letters, manuscripts, comes this account of Sharp, Cowley, 
Dampier, Woodes Rogers, Clipperton and Shelvocke (who, in 1722, noted the gold in 
California soil but, since he had a reputation as a liar, nothing came of that) and 
others, of French voyages in this area, and of the loot, booty and prizes from the 
marauding activities.

The years since World War II have been perhaps the most fruitful fifteen 
years in archaeological history. Edward Bacon, responsible for the archaeological 
features of the [llustrated London News has brought together the findings in an im- 
mensely readable book for the layman. Archaeology has become a popular subject, due 
to wider travel in such areas as Greece and Sicily, due, too, to such dramatic and 
highly publicized findings as the Dead Sea scrolls. But this book carries one to all 
parts of the world - of necessity superficially for China and Russia, but in extra- 
ordinary detail for parts of Europe- England, France, Spain, Portugal, Italy; for 
Turkey and the Near East. The Americas are less minutely explored than American 
readers might ask, possibly because the interruption of the war was less acute, the 
new findings less important. New techniques in the field and in the laboratory are 
discussed- in non-technical terms. All in all, ancient history emerges in a wholly 
new light, open to all kinds of reinterpretation, changes of focus, fresh understand- 
ing. It is an exciting adventure in reading and the 63 pages of photographs and 
drawings - while their distribution (in the English edition anyhow) seems unrelated 
to the text, repay close study.

Originally this book was a three-part profile in The New Yorker. It's a breezy 
portrait of the last 15 months of Earl Long's lusty career. Liebling believes that 
Governor Earl Long, brother of the flamboyant Huey, ranks as one of the last backwoods 
realists in American provincial politics and that he deserves more credit than blame. He 
sees this bumpkin Talleyrandas the only really effective liberal in the South. Long's 
political demise began with his efforts to push through a pro-integration measure, followed 
by his nervous breakdown and subsequent failure to regain the Governor's mansion. His 
death came during a nearly successful bid for a Congressional seat. Liebling writes of 
the colorful Long with instinctive feel for the world of real politics. Long, he thinks, 
was more in the tradition of 19th century politics - combining its toughness and its color- 
fulness, than the current cool style of organization-men. It's a forceful and vital book 
and politically, more real than All the King's Men.

JOURNEY OF THE GIANTS $4.95 


The Japanese called them "Sky Giants"---we called them superforts---and the 
Army Air Corps which spawned them called them the B-29. This is their story, written 
in accurate yet colorful pages by a professional Air Force public relations officer. 
Taking the B-29s from their inception on the drawing board in 1939 (we learn they were in- 
tended to bomb Germany from America) the author traces their history through test flights 
in 1942, their first use on bombing missions against Japan in 1944, and their final e 
triumphant role in the terrible fire bomb and atom raids against that country in 1945. 
But he tells much more. In highly human, readable language he tells anecdote after 
anecdote of crew mishaps---crash landings in China, gun fights over Japan, technical 
troubles which plagued flight engineers for years---which make the B-29 squadrons come 
to life. It is a book which should have a wide readership, for it not only records a 
milestone of aviation, but documents a dramatic side of the War in the Pacific. JIllus- 
trated.

NINTH LIFE $4.95 


Two members of the staff of irgosy magazine, who entered the Caryl Chessman 
case in virtually its last stages, now believe they have turned up enough evidence to 
prove that Chessman died unjustly. They claim that "the most litigated criminal action 
in the history of U.S. jurisprudence" was a macabre travesty of due process of law, and 
in their closing statements set forth specific items of fact which (they say) it would 
be highly informative for legal authorities to pursue in search of the underlying truth 
of Chessman's various claims. Because Chessman's case was an international cause celebre, 
the twin but separate issues of his guilt or innocence and the merits or disadvantages of 
capital punishment were both beclouded for many years. The authors' allegations of sup- 
pression of evidence, political maneuverings, neglect of systematic forensic detection 
methods, and supposedly improper judicial exercise, no doubt have some substantive basis. 
In the matter of sheer cost, to say nothing of the suggestion of cruel and unusual 
punishment, the authors have a powerful argument. They also level the hideous charge 
that "one of the reporters" (assigned to Chessman's hearings) "told a friend in confidence 
that his editors wouldn't allow him to include any of Chessman's strong points in his 
story." This episodic rendition of Chessman's long journey from freedom to death in 
California's gas chamber is highly charged with emotion, and may again inflame the wide- 
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spread partisanship apparent at the time of his execution. Clearly, the authors 

are more interested in the abolishment of capital punishment than in the possibility 
of exonerating Chessman; nonetheless Vinth Life makes it difficult to believe in his 
guilt as charged.

CONQUEST WITHOUT WAR $7.50 


Nikita Khrushchev is one of the most-quoted men alive today. The propaganda 
quality of his remarks is usually excellent, because his speeches are delivered one 
at a time. However, when a great number of his discourses are placed side by side, 
as they are in this book, it is not even really necessary to interject comments - as 
has been done- to point up the contradictions, the irrationalities, the labyrinthine 
contortions of his dialectics. The interviews and speeches quoted are taken from 
Tass releases, from Pravda articles, and from a variety of authorized collections, 
all fully annotated. The title, of course, refers to the recent departure from tra- 
ditional party dogma that "hot" wars are essential to the advancement of Communism. 
Most of the Soviet leader's best fulminations are here, including the original 
version of the now-famous "whistling shrimps" comment. The frightening thing for 
Americans will be, not Mr. K's words or their significance, but the editors' inter- 
polations. By way of analysis and refutation, Messrs. Mager (a newspaper syndicate 
president) and Katel (a U.N.- based journalist) have presented some fairly alarming 
information - not documented as carefully as the quotations - about America's defenses 
and military might. The anthology shapes up as a chilly, somewhat repulsive political 
profile that serves a definite purpose but provokes some serious misgivings for the 
future of the human race.

THE KENNEDY GOVERNMENT $3.95 


A competent journalist, New York Post reporter, has done an informative 
and useful book. Perhaps it is too close to the event to serve as more than a basic 
guide for the moment, but it is a revealing picture of the way in which Kennedy set 
about bringing the right men for the right job into his government. The problems 
involved, the difficulties in persuading some men that they belonged in one spot 
rather than another, the hurdles to be taken when the right man did not find him- 
self sufficiently interested in the job- and another had to be found- these are all 
here. (In some cases, one might almost assume that Opotowsky has merely guessed! ) 
Then follows a series of pen portraits of members of the Cabinet and other key 
posts, the men who will make the decisions in the years ahead. While, in the main, 
Opotowsky does not reveal his own opinion, the general impression is of endorsement. 
One questions the taste - at this point and in book form- of some of the rather 
snide remarks, gossipy comments, and barbed side swipes he takes. But on the whole, 
the book is thoroughly readable and revealing. 


Jacquet, Eliane Holt, Rinehart & Winston 
HIGH HEELS IN RED SQUARE $4.50 


The author, a young honor graduate of Paris' School of Oriental Languages, 
was attached to the French Embassy in Moscow for a year. She lost no time in meeting 


her Russian contemporaries and with a blithe disregard for red tape audited classes 
at Moscow University and became very much a part of the city's young intellectual set. 
Two months were spent travelling in Samarkand and the Crimea, Leningrad, Novgorod and 
a worker's village out of bounds to foreigners. Mlle. Jacquet's conclusions are no 
different from those of other open-minded travellers in Russia--the people like the 
regime but are aware of its faults, they want peace, are friendly and committed to 
the Marxist philosophy. The younger Russians are devotees of rock and roll, jazz 

and Yves Montand. They have surprisingly little desire to travel on the other side 
of the iron curtain. Not the least interesting facet of this book is the light it 
throws on an attractive example of the young French intellectual. An informal picture

* Official ranks may close and a curtain of silence be drawn over the subject 
of this book, and bitter attack from high places is almost certain.

Finally, the AEC ruling restricting the test zone was declared invalid, the judgment 
against Dr. Reynolds set aside. [he Forbidden Voyage is an extraordinary example of 
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an expert's ability to communicate to the layman the very core of his thinking. Most 
readers will experience a horrifying mixture of awe, wrath, concern- along with contempt 
for the conditions imposed on the Reynolds. Much of the content of the book is news - 
and should open the eyes of the public to "the formidable power of the AEC, strong enough

There has been little written about the very rich- and Rees, a journalist, sets 
out to fill the void with a study of the lives of six of the richest men in the world 
whose collective fortunes amount to between four and five billion dollars. They are Jean 
Paul Getty, Sir Simon Marks, Aristotle Onassis, Krupp, Charles Clore and Marcel Boussac. 


Mr. Rees candidly admits his study is simple journalism and nothing more, but he has some- 


how fallen into his own trap and his little sketches, again in the words he uses to des- 
cribe conventional biographies, "lack conviction and have an ineffably old-fashioned air 
as if the Russian Revolution and the Wall Street crash had never occurred". Only in the 
chapter in which he sums up multimillionaires in general, are his observations more 


trenchant. Among other things he tries to find what they may have in common and discovers 
an obsessive sense of thrift paradoxically combined with the ability to gamble huge amounts- 


their entire fortunes if necessary- when the chance presents itself. Rees describes in 
detail how the fortunes were amassed (most of the men had an inherited head start ) but he 


prides himself on avoiding private lives as much as possible.... A subject with a built-in

This book covers the general areas in which difficulties about money arise and 
does so in a reasonably straightforward and sensible way. The author begins with some 
general advice about attitudes towards money, which would probably involve more time than 
most people would care to devote to the subject, though it is basically realistic. He 


then discusses setting up a spending plan, shopping for the right things (and at the right 


time), savings accounts, insurance, checking accounts, investment, and using credit. He 
examines at length the problems involved in buying a house; the advisability of taking 4 
second job; social security and supplementary benefits for retirement; and various types 
of investment plans. It's unquestionably a helpful book. (LC:61-10012)

Maurois, Andre McGraw-Hill 


ADRIENNE $6.50 


The Adrienne of this latest biography by a popular and prolific writer is Mme. 
de La Fayette, the devoted wife of the "hero" of the American Revolution. The hero, if 
such he is, is her fuzzy-minded and perpetually unfaithful husband. Adrienne was marred 


at 15 to the enormously rich, tall, red-headed La Fayette. A submissive wife, passionately 


in love with her Gilbert, as he was known, she bore him three children and became his 
Slave and shadow; in turn he called her "dear heart", made impossible demands upon her, 
and neglected her for his many mistresses. After serving in America under Washington, 


La Fayette returned to France imbued with half-baked liberal ideals and an undeviating con- 


viction of his own importance, which Adrienne shared. The Revolution he helped foment 
did not spare him; he was caught in the Terror as an aristocrat, he fled to Austria, and 


was imprisoned as a dangerous Revolutionary. Smuggling their children to safety, Adrienne 
also was arrested and sentenced to death- but was saved by the intervention of Gouverneur 


Morris. Determined to share her husband's captivity, Adrienne had herself (and her two 
daughters ) imprisoned for two years in a cell near him in Olmutz, a gesture which ruined 
her health. On their release, La Fayette retired with a mistress to a chateau, while 
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Adrienne attempted to recover for him his estates. After her death, he is seen as 
an old man living on- "solely occupied in fumbling with pretty girls’ plackets"... 
A book to interest women rather than men, this may appeal to a readymade market on 
the basis of Maurois' name.

His prepar- 
atory briefing on books, lecturers, museum attendance will enable you to intensify 
your knowledge and solidify your taste. He discusses the various art forms- from 
prints (and the various processes entailed), drawings (the best medium on which to 
place your initial buying emphasis), water-colors, sculpture, oils, as well as the 
question of buying reproductions- certainly as a starter.

THE BATTLE OF NEW ORLEANS $3 .00 


* With both scholarship and wit, this is a vivid account of the final battle 
of the War of 1812 and the events leading to it. By late summer, 1814, the Americans, 
in spite of recent victories, were tired of the war, while the British, stung by their 
defeats, assembled a vast fleet in Jamaica for an attack on New Orleans. Opposing 
them was a scrambled American force under Andrew Jackson, a stubborn fighter who knew 
little strategy and had paid less attention to the defense of the city, wide open to 
capture. Later aware of his mistake, Jackson requisitioned all firearms in the city 
and all able-bodied men from pirates to slaves. Neither side knew that the war was 
officially over- a peace treaty had been signed. In the "battle", a series of 
artillery duels lasting more than two weeks, the Americans fought behind breastworks 
of cotton bales which caught fire, the British behind sugar barrels which burst open. 
At the end of the fighting, the disciplined British troops had lost 3000 men to 
American losses of 8 killed, 13 wounded.... Carefully annotated and immensely readable, 
this should find a comparable market to the earlier July 4, 1776 and Valley Forge.

Meyer, Karl E. Basic Books 
THE NEW AMERICA $4.50 


This is a series of essays on the subject of politics and society at pre- 
sent, a time which the author describes as the smooth deal. Mr. Meyer has many 
complaints and some of them have been issued by others before him, for example, the 
merchandising of political. candidates according to the regulations of Madison Avenue 
and the general concentration on the image rather than the man. He criticizes what 
he thinks is an over-emphasis on the mechanical aspects of government and the various 
rites and stratagems of prestige prevailing in the company town of Washington, D. C. 
Among the several areas which draw his fire - the absence of real conflict in Congress, 
the architectural projects undertaken by Rayburn and Johnson, the erasure of regional 
political distinctions, perhaps his criticism of the press, in its handling of foreign 
dispatches, is the most pertinent and telling. His social comments are probably very 
debatable: in what he calls the "victory of Bohemia" he sees its greatest defeat and 
he makes an alignment between William Buckley's young conservatives and the beatniks, 
which would probably be anathema to both. But by and large his opinions, if provoca~ 
tive, are authoritative.

THE DUNGEON OF THE HEART $3.50; Paper f1.45 ©® 


Subtitled Human Isolation and the American Novel, this is an examination of 

some twelve novels (though the figure is an arbitrary one) which the author feels are 
representative of a special problem in American fiction - loneliness. He begins with 
the most obvious kinds of isolation, on the American frontier, in his discussions of 
Governor William Bradford's History of Plymouth Plantation and Cooper's Lectherstocking 
Tales The problem becomes more complicated in books such as My dntonia, duckleberry 

nn. Lock Homeward Angel, The Rise of Silas Lapham in which the difficulty is not simply 
one of physical separateness but emotional isolation as well, and Bowden makes interesting 
comparisons along these lines between Huckleberry Finn and Holden Caulfield. Jhe scar'et 
Letter, fhe Portrait of a Lady, Light :n August, The Grapes of Wrath, finally, Ycby D:ck 
provide further examples, whether through the commonplace or the grotesque, of the author's 
theme. Even the standardized business novel's concern with conformity offers another kind 
of illustration. The problem Mr. Bowden choses to deal with is a universal one, and as 
he does point out, is not limited to American fiction. His discussion then does not serve 
to characterize the books he mentions or distinguish them from other novels but as an 
examination of a general theme it is of interest to the student of literature.

PETER FREUCHEN'S BOOK OF THE ESKIMOS $7.50 


Inhabitants of temperate climes have been fascinated by Eskimos since the two 
types first made contact. How, one wonders, is it possible to get along under the primi- 
tive conditions of Eskimo existence? Peter Freuchen, a spirited man who found the Arctic 
wildernesses suited to his taste, amassed more information about the Eskimo mode of life 
than anyone else of his generation. He wrote about them from every possible angle; his 
book is virtually an encyclopedia. Because he lived among them for many years (his first 
wife was an Eskimo and their children were raised in traditional fashion) he developed a 
great sensitivity to the meaning of their culture. His anecdotes about the relationship 
of old people to the community, a countless fund of comical stories about being outwitted 
by craftier hunters, and many charming recollections of the days when the Arctic was as 
yet unspoiled by depredations of trappers are among the highlights. A few vignettes are 
duplicated from another recent book (Peter Freuchen's Adventures in the Arctic, Julian 
Messner, 1960), edited and completed by his second wife, Dagmar, but most are new and not 
found elsewhere.

Tucker, Glenn T. Bobbs-Merrill 
CHICKAMAUGA: Bloody Battle in the West $6.00 


This is a breathtaking account of the not quite decisive battle, a Confederate 
victory lost after the event by the failure of the Southern general, Braxton Bragg, to 
pursue his defeated enemy. Fought in the deep woods of North Georgia, this was a 
"soldiers' battle", with men on both sides fighting without real commanders. Writing of 
the confusions and errors of the two-day battle, the author describes in vivid thumbnail 
sketches the officers who took part in it: Bragg, a disciplinarian hated by his men, 
refusing to advance after the battle, not knowing he had won it; Bedford Forrest, blistering 
Bragg for his indecision; the cautious Longstreet, perceiving mistakes and trying to remedy 
them. For the North, among others, there is a fine estimate of Rosecrans, the commanding | 
general, who lost his head and almost his army in the battle, and of Thomas, "the Rock of . 
Chickamauga", holding his men in the midst of murderous fire and turning certain defeat 
into something like uncertain victory. Although the South won in the end, it was at such 
a cost that the battle, which might have brought independence to the Confederacy, left her 
still open to Northern invasion. Written by a recognized authority on American military 
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affairs, this unbiased and highly readable record of a still controversial battle 
will appeal to students and historians of the Civil War and to buffs both North and 
South; its carefully documented biographical sketches and its extensive bibliogra- 
phical notes will make it a valuable addition to the overloaded shelves of Civil 
War libraries.

Murie, Adolph Devin-Adair 
A NATURALIST IN ALASKA $6.00 


By a Field Research Biologist, National Park Service, this is a series of 
first hand accounts of the wild life of Alaska, particularly in the Mount McKinley 
National Park. The tracks, diets, habits, behavior patterns, daily life and seasonal 
migrations of the wolf, caribou, fox, Dall sheep, Alaska haymouse, gulls, moose, 
grizzlies, squirrels, fish, lynx, cranes and eagles, on the tundra and on the range, 
come under his observation. He documents his watchings of bands of wolves and their 
home life, the rendezvous of the rams, the activity that goes on around garbage dumps. 
Some of the animals become individuals from constant viewing, Split Ear the fox, 
mother grizzlies, various wolves; he records notable experiences; he notes population 
cycles; he makes a plea for the preservation of the intangible values of the flora 
and fauna of the northern world. Generally factual there are instances of downright 
enthusiasm and, with its illustrations by his brother, Olaus J. Murie, his own photo- 
graphs and those of Charles J. Ott, it should be a worthwhile addition to the growing 
library on our recent state. 


Nickerson, Jane Soames Devin-Adair 
A SHORT HISTORY OF NORTH AFRICA $4.50 


France, seeking self-sufficiency in oil and petroleum products, is building 
a 24-inch, 420-mile pipeline from her Sahara oilfields to the port of Bougie. Trans- 
Mediterranean pipelines and similar spectacular feats are also under study. These 
and scores of other commercial and technical projects planned by numerous Western 
countries have been delayed and in some cases prevented by the spasmodic violence 
that has accompanied nationalism's ascendancy in Africa. Jane Nickerson divides her 
history of North Africa into four periods: pre-Roman (before the destruction of 
Carthage), Roman-Byzantine, Moslem, and modern (dating from 1830). Her analysis 
proceeds from area to area, tracing the problems of Libya, Morocco, Tunisia and 
Algeria, once known collectively as the Barbary States. While giving France her due 
and cautioning nationalists that abrupt severance of all ties with France would be 
detrimental to North Africa, the author plainly poses the issues - strategic, econo- 
mic, political and moral - that account for the present troubled state of affairs. 
The author contributes the apt reminder that "Good relations with the newly independent 
Moslem countries of the Maghreb (Moslem term for the area) are vital to European self- 
defense - and to the U.S. as the guarantor of European security". Timely, informed 
and well done.

Earl Schenck Miers has provided an excellent introduction and editorial notes 
for this reissue of A History of the First New Jersey Cavalry which first appeared in 
1871. Pyne, a man of humor and perception, without bias or bigotry, served with the New 
Jersey Cavalry as chaplain from 1861 to 1864. The regiment, first known as Halsted's 
Horse, was led by a fantastic colonel under whom it "learned to fight anywhere and under 
almost anybody who commanded in the Virginia theatre of operations”. With battles the 
chaplain author is less concerned than with people and the minor details of war. He writes 
of sweating soldiers and tired horses, farm housewives, prisoners, flirtatious girls, and 
the “incredible General Pope" and "Joe" Hooker. Some of the horrors of war, never over- 
played, are also included- mud and rain; foundering supply wagons; the drama and terror 
of a cavalry rout; the "wearisome" night marches. Both exciting and matter-of-fact, this 
record of life in a Civil War cavalry regiment has an enduring local and historical appeal 
and is essential to any comprehensive Civil War collection. Maps. Bibliographical notes.

Fowler, Dorothy Ganfield University Publishers 
JOHN COIT SPOONER $6.00 


Spooner was a brilliant orator who rose from a career as a railroad solicitor 
to a political role here defined in the sub title, as "Defender of Presidents". He had 
represented powerful interests before the Wisconsin legislature and in Washington, and 
his early story includes documented records of the rise of great railroad and lumber com- 
/bines. The shift of public favor from the fabulous tycoons in the era of the muckrakers 
posed little threat to the short, powerful, prudent man who knew both politics and law. 
After a term in the Senate (1885-88), he returned to law and party politics, and concentra- 
ted for a time on mending his personal finances. Then, with the incoming Republican tide, 
he was returned to the Senate after 1893 and was involved in every important political, 
legal and economic scramble of the growing nation. His wife detested living in Washington, 
and reluctantly he declined McKinley's appointment as Attorney General. Hated by LaFollette, | 
he was close to Theodore Roosevelt, although some of his political associates viewed the 
redoubtable President with suspicion. Before his death in 1919, Spooner returned to pri- 
vate life and amassed a small fortune in real estate and stock speculation. Throughout his 
years of public service, he was regarded as a vigorous and efficient statesman, but the re- 
form drives that followed have nearly obliterated his memory, even in his home state. This 
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fills a gap in American political history, but only students of the subject will 
find the book worth their time. For the average reader the long dissertations on 
legal cases become tedious, and his role as Defender of Presidents seems a dubious 
claim.

Robert Futterman is an investor, builder and real estate developer, the 32 
year old president of a corporation that owns 26 properties in ten cities. His book 
is an analysis of the current plight of the American city along with a critique of 
the strengths and weaknesses of 19 large cities. He discusses the origin of the city 
in history, how cities have grown in the U.S., who works in the big cities and the 
jobs they have, and what form large metropolitan areas will eventually take. He 
deals with the problem of rapid transit complicated by the increased use of the auto- 
mobile; the phenomena of the suburbs; the segregation of Negroes in the cities; the 
near-impossible job of city government; and the difficulties of urban renewal and how 
slum clearance should be undertaken. Probably the most interesting part of the book 
is his assessment of the character and future of such cities as Washington, Dallas, 
Atlanta, Philadelphia, Los Angeles, New York, Boston, San Francisco, New Orleans and 
Chicago. He provides a brief history of each city, describes its main advantages and 
disadvantages and makes some predictions about its economic future. The book is too 
specialized for the general reader but would certainly be of interest to students of 
city planning, especially in the cities mentioned.

Instead, there are needless poetic-philosophic stretches about how small is man compared 
to nature, amply demonstrated in the descriptions of storms without being footnoted; and 
a good many passages of wondering guesses about nature's relationships, some of which 
might have been solved at the local library. But if he is neither a properly curious or 
accurate ecologist, or a particularly original philosopher, Mr. Hay does describe aptly 
the rugged, attractive, life-packed scenery in which he lives.

Asquith, Lady Cynthia | Houghton Mifflin 
MARRIED TO TOLSTOY $5.00 


More than twenty biographies of Leo Tolstoy have expressed widely differing 
views of the author and his wife, Sonya. Cynthia Asquith's contribution to the 
reading public's understanding of the great man perpetually suffused by "ethical con- 
vulsions" is, obviously, partial to Countess Sonya Tolstoy. Lady Cynthia attempts 
to sort out all the conflicting guesses, impressions, and interpretations that others 
have set forth concerning one of history's longest and strangest marriages. Sonya 
was forced in the interest of their many children's welfare to shoulder the management 
of all her husband's financial affairs when he persistently and publicly renounced 
his property in order to conform to his own latterly-acquired didactic view of 
Christianity. She "did not quarrel with Tolstoy's diagnosis of the appalling problem 
of poverty, but she could not see that he had any practical cure to prescribe that 
could possibly work in a world not exclusively peopled with other Leo Tolstoys." 

Lady Cynthia has an extraordinary capacity to vivify both her subject and Tolstoy 
himself. Readers who have heretofore been influenced by the Countess' detractors 
will find that her admirers now have fresh ammunition to sustain her defense. The

Goldberg, B. Z. Crown | 
THE JEWISH PROBLEM IN THE SOVIET UNION $3,-95 | 


In close association with the subject for decades, B. Z. Goldberg has at- 
tempted an analysis of the status of Russian Jewry spanning three crucial periods. 
In the first part of the book, he describes extensive visits to Russia in 1934, 1946 
and 1959 and offers a cross section of the Jewish situation comparing and contrasting 
the problems at these times. His personal contact with Jews and Russians and his 
fluency in languages probe the surface of Soviet propaganda and permit the emergence 
of valuable facts many of which have been heretofore suppressed. The second section 
is devoted to a lengthy evaluation of the background of the Jewish problem and an 
examination of current trends; and in the last part the author presents a possible 
solution to it. The story of Birobidjan (a Jewish republic within the Soviet Union), 
the reaction of Moscow Jews to visiting Israeli youth, the destruction of Jewish 
cultural institutions and the varying attitudes of each Communist regime from the 
anti-semitic purge begun in Stalin's last years to the startling evasion and denial: 
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of the problem today, all are told through anecdote, reported conversation and personal 
observation. With the talent of a seasoned sleuth, Mr. Goldberg has uncovered and as- 

sembled some vital aspects of an ever-deepening picture. Stylistically, a more cohesive r 
organization of material, precluding the need for much repetition, would have been pre- Ld 
ferred, but this is a minor flaw in the face of the overall achievement.

Sims, Lydel WAKE ISLAND COMMAND $4.95 


A Navy Commander tells the story of the defense and fall of Wake Island (and 
what happened later to the defenders), and in so doing sets the record straight about 
who was actually in command of that island when it fell to Japan in 1941. Cunningham 
had just taken over the command, with Marine Major James Devereaux directly under him. 
It is the latter who is often credited with the command. He tells of the hopelessly 
inadequate defenses---some Grumman Wildcat fighters, a few old 5" guns, and insufficient 
anti-aircraft firepower---and he tells what the brave men of Wake did with them when the 
time came. Amazingly enough, they sank two ships and a submarine, shooting down numerous 
Japanese aircraft too, before being overwhelmed.

SCIENCE, PROPHECY AND PREDICTION $4.95 


A meticulous examination of prophetic forces- from the ordinary forms of fore- 
sight which prevail in our life to the scientifically foreseeable, or the more questionable 
techniques of divination which have been in vogue and use from earliest times. Astrology 
originated in Mesopotamia- but early civilizations used many methods. Back in fashion 
today, astrology is a big business, with dream interpretation playing a very secondary role;

If speech is "the most important single skill possessed by 
man"- it is also the most complicated for the child to learn, and failure in this area 
leads to all kinds of hurt, anxiety, retreat. Van Riper discusses the four basic catego- 
ries of disorder (articulation- there are 10 million of these; voice; language and rhythm ) 
and the organic, exceptional or just ordinary causes. Much of this book discusses instan- e 
ces- and failures- in creating the right climate in the home and the emotional factors in- 
volved; the parents' job in reducing frustrations and penalties; and then the attempt to 
locate a speech therapist and participate in the corrective program. An excellent approach 
for the many uninformed but concerned parents.

Fokine, Vitale & Chujoy, Anatole Little, Brown 
FOKINE: Memoirs of a Ballet Master $7.50 


Michel Fokine became a ballet master (choreographer and composer) "unex- 
pectedly" - after years of intensive preparation first as a student and then as an 
instructor in Russia's Imperial Ballet School. He was an outstanding performer and 
interpreter of the ballet, but he rightly considered it much more important that 
his tangible creations and contributions be the things for which he is best re- 
membered. Not only did he - almost singlehanded - introduce vital reforms into the 
concept of the dance, but he composed 80 of the most important and famous works in 
the international ballet repertoire. Written in the first person, most of the book 
is presumably autobiographical; the artist's son apparently added only a few con- 
necting paragraphs at the end of the narrative, and a brief note on his distinguished 
father's passing. Balletomanes, always wildly divided in their views of this pheno- 
menally egocentric artist's activities when not actually performing, will have a 
field day as they glimpse into his warm family life and discover his emphatic opinions 
of other famous figures (Pavlova, Nijinsky, etc.) among whom he lived and worked. 

But this is absolutely not a book for balletomanes alone. Fokine participated actively 
and well in an orchestra of Russian folk instruments; he painted seriously, and 
traveled, wrote, and lived with a marvelous vigor. Because Fokine phrased his many 
explicit discussions of individual ballets, their creation and performance, in precise 
and simple language, the book's value as a technical document does not interefere 

with its universal appeal as a study of the artistic personality. This is a book that 
tingles with life.

Mrs. Beadle, a newspaper woman, her husband George- a geneticist and profes- 
sor of biology at Caltech, and their fifteen year old son, Redmond, spent a year at 
Oxford where George had a year's appointment as a visiting lecturer. This is a chatty 
commentary on that year, and Mrs. Beadle writes with a noticing eye for the small 
differences which sometimes lead to larger difficulties in living in another country.

GROWING FOR SHOWING $3.95 


While a number of books include fairly lengthy sections dealing with the 
fine points of "growing for showing", this is the most thorough coverage for the 
amateur grower that I have seen. Mr. Favretti and his wife are experienced judges, 
but they started at the other end-and his first "showing" was a greedy grab for all 
he could get at a 4-H show in childhood. He now writes from years of experience on

THE HAUNTED JOURNEY $3.95 


In 1724 Peter the Great, Czar of all the Russias, authorized an expedition to 
Siberian waters to determine whether or not Asia and America were joined by land. At 
that time many foreigners, particularly Scandinavians, were a part of the Russian Navy; 
the Danish captain Vitus Bering was selected to lead the party. Bering, who "seemed 
always to be fated to miss everything he looked for by the narrowest of margins", exhibited 
great energy and endurance on the trip, but a series of miscalculations caused him to 
turn back before the mission was fully carried out. Contentious foreigners in the Russian 
Academy of Sciences made trouble for Bering on his return to St. Petersburg, but in 1731 
a@ second expedition was equipped and Bering reinstated as its logical leader, although he 
was given little real authority over the corrupt and venal overseers of the Siberian out- 
posts on whom he had to rely for supplies and help. Bering and many of his men were to 6 
die of scurvy and overwork before the trip was finally completed by the survivors in 1749.

Hardly anyone today recalls those two interesting 
earlier decades in his life, when he was first a hard-bitten, sensational reporter in 
Cincinnati, a brilliant, observant reporter in New Orleans and in Martinique. Born | 
of an Irish father, who- soldiering in the Greek islands chanced to marry a Greek 
woman- Hearn was taken in early years to Ireland. There he was abandoned by his 
parents, adopted and educated by an aunt who also later abandoned him. His heritage 
and youth were thus extremely difficult, and he grew up schooled to a harsh world. 

At 19, his relations summarily sent him to the’ United States, and in Cincinnati, by 
luck and pluck, he picked up some newspaper work. Exceedingly shy and sensitive, his 
life was further distorted by the loss of sight in one eye. Miss Stevenson brings 

out both sides of Hearn's nature:- his sense of realism and compassion for the under- 
privileged - and his search for the romantic and eerie beauty exemplified by his 
favorite French authors, Baudelaire, Flaubert, de Maupassant and others. The conflict 
led to a restless and wandering life, many broken friendships, and no real haven 
until he found Japan. There he married a Japanese wife, found a post in the Tokyo 
university and took Japanese citizenship. Despite documented detail and loving care, 
Hearn's permanent stature remains that of a second-rate novelist and teller of tales 
and a gifted journalist in what today seems the Yellow Book genre.

At a time when so much criticism has been levelled on the grounds that the so- 
called "gifted" child has been sacrificed to the mediocre, Professor Sexton has analysed 
another, more serious, area of neglect-- the economically deprived child, bypassed for the 
privileged. While this prevails the country over (and in England), her study is concen- 
trated on the results of a research project made in a typical, anonymous midwestern city 
(some 200 elementary schools, 100 at a higher level). A great many depressing statistics 
substantiate very clearly that low income children are assigned to less adequate plants, 
less qualified teachers, and receive fewer benefits (free lunches, etc.). While it is 
true that the gifted children (and thereby more rewarding to teach) are largely from the 
middle income level, there is a great deal of sharply critical material to show how they 
are screened- by the I.Q. test which is variable to invalid. It is equally true that most 
of the "problem" children come from depressed environments, but here again little is done 
for them- by the home, school or community. Since the control of the schools reflects 
parent influences, always stronger in upper income brackets, and since teachers prefer 
dealing with equals- or superiors, the end result is that little is done where most is 
needed to be done. The study ends with a list of suggestions and categorical recommenda- 
tions, along with possible fields of further inquiry... Certainly there is a great deal 
here to disturb any civic conscience- although a professional audience, educators and ad- 
ministrators, seems most likely.
